To His MEMORIAL of the 20. of 
April laſt. 
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ad H E underwritten Envoy Extraordi- 
nary of his oft Sacred Aajeſty of 
Great Brittain, ec. having received, 
 examincd and conlidercd the anſwer: 

_ of their Lordſhips the Eſtates Gene- 
ralof the United Provinces , of the 
22,0f [une laſt paſt, to his Memo- 
rial ofthe 20, of April foregoing : "In 
ſo far as the ſaid Memorial did con- 
ccrn two Engliſh Ships belonging to London, the one called 
the Bona E [peranz1 , and the other called the Henry Bonaven- 
ture , finds that the matter of fat complained of, isnot inthe 
leaſt therein denicd , but confeled and acknowledged); yet 
as to his demand thereupon for ſatisfation and reparation to 
the perſons injured thereby , their Lordſhips indeayour to 
avoid it upon a double ground. 

Firſt, upon the account of the Treaties made in the Tears of 
1654.44 1659, 

Seconal ), that though the [aid Treaties were not yet that the 
perſons clatming have no right to what they demand. 

Now as to the firſt, the ſaid Envoy Extraordinary cannot 
but obſerve, thatthough their Lordſhips do in the beginning 
of their ſaid Anſwer ſtrongly alledge the ſaid Treaties; and 
towards the endthereof, do accuſe the perſon demanding ſa- 
tisfaction of great imprdence for daring / 25 they are pleaſed 
toterm it ) torevive taeſe pretences, and to 1mportune his 
Majeſty therein , or trouble their Lord(hips with ſo much as 
the examination thereof: yet notwithſtanding throughout 
the ſaid Anſwer, there is not ſo muci as one word to explain 
how theſe mattcrs arc extinguiſhed or voided by the ſaid Trea- 
tics; and certainly thoſe who would make ſatisfaRtion for ſo 
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conſiderable damages by Ink and Paper only , had need make 
out very clearly and diſtinly , and paſt all diſpute, what ticy 
pretend and alledge ; of which nature the ſaid Envoy Extra- 
ordinary finds not one claufe or word inthe ſaid Anſwer, and 


could hein the ſtriteſt and throngheft examination thereof 


have found the leaſt colour or ground for an allegation of that 
nature, he would not have troubled them with an anſwer to 
that particular; but tacic Lordſhips muſt give himleave to 
atirm that he doth not find in the one or the other of the ſaid 
Treaties , any thing that doth extinguiſh or debarre this de- 
mand. 

As for the Treaty of 1654. it doth indeed ( as ts ſet down in 
the third Article) bar and cut off all pretcnces in reſpect of 
damages during the late W ary but thetic were matters which 
hipned many years bctore, and had no relation thereunto 
and which the ſaid Treaty was ſo far from aboliſhing or ta- 
king away , as that by the 30, Articlethereof a particular and 
extraordinary way Was {ct down for the making fatisfaftion 
for them. And if it could have been pretended that the per- 
ſons complain had not ofttheir part purſued and fulfilled, 
what was ofuhcir part tobe purſuec and fulfilled by vertue of 
the ſaid Article , or that theſe mattcrs had been thereby in any 
kind ended or determined, or thatthere had been anyclauſe 
or words dcnoting that what rwatters ſhould not be in 
that way determined y notwithſtanding that the parties com- 
plaining ſhould have accordingly cone and fulfilled what was 
thereby required to be on their par! done and fultilled, ſhould 
yet be abolith:d and cut off, there might then indeed have 
laia from hence ſome pretence againſt them ; but the perſons 
injured, thongh expecting very littc good from the then uſur- 
piag powers ( beingall ofthem out of favour, upon the ac- 
cou:t of their extraordiaary lojalty to his late Majeſty of gio- 
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rious memory) and three of them excepted by name,and for- 
feited as to thcir whole Eſtates; yet ſcceing themſelves in that 
cxigency that cither they muſt in purſuance of the ſai Article 
put in their claim or be debarrcd their rights ; a claim was put 
in before the Commiſhoners litting at London, within the 
time limited by the ſaid article,and preſſed and purſued, as wil 
appcar by the writing hereu:to anexcd, marked with the letter 
B Num. 1.but the three moneths tune limited to the ſaid Coms= 
ſioners did cxpirc, without giving any ſentence or determina- 
tion therein; and asto the turther remedy ſet down in the faid 
Article, (v;7.) Commillioners of the Proteſtant Cantons of 
Switſerland, to determiac all ſuch maucrs within {ix monetas 
after as were net decided by the atorclaid Commiſſioners 
at London, ifthey had met accordingly ; an that the perſons 
claiming intcreſtin theſe Ships had not addrefled themſelyes 
unto them , tacre mightthen indeed have been ſomething of 
a colour and pretence againſt them; but they never met, nor 
was it their buſineſs, nor in tacir power to cauie themto mect, 
30r conſequently could their not meeting be any prejudice to 
them ; but on the contrary, a matter of griance and Injury 
to the only advantage of the Eaſt India Company of this 
Country, who haye thereby kept them from ſatisfation (0 
nany ycars more : Suppoſe the Commiſſioners who by that 
Article were to mect at London had never met; or fuppoſe 
they had not met til] afterthe 18.o0t May, the day prefixed by 
that Article, after which no ncw allegation ſhonld be admit- 
red, ſhould from thence an argument have bcen drawn 
againſt theſc pcrions that they were cut oft from all otherre- 
medy,Or that theirpretences were extinguiſhed by that Trea- 
y ; and the argumentis the ſame asto thoſe other Comiſſio- 
gers, who afterwards were to haye mctin Swillerland ; ſothat 
| there 
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there is nothing more clear then that tkeperſonsintereſM d in 
thoſe Ships remcin in //atu quo, and atliberty to demand ju- 
ſtice and ſatisfaction by other means, 

And torthe Treaty of 1659. thcre is nothing alſocan be 
more clear, then thatthat Treaty docs not in the leaſt cut off 
or debar this matter; the general clauſe in the end thereof 
not debarring or cutting off a!! matters generally that were 
knownin Londonthe 29, of an. 1659, but only ( as may ap- 
pear by the ſaid generalclauie thereof) ſuch matters as hapned 
about the time that the Poſtillion, Frederick, Francis and 
John were taken, or afterwards, not ( or before, ) but { oy after- 
Tiras) known at London the 20. [inuar. 1659. and the 0c- 
cation of inſerting that generalclavle was tiis, about thetime 
when the Poſtiliion, ec. were taken and confilcated in the 
Eaſt Indics by the Dutch Eail India Company, or a little after, 
and which was known at London the ſaid 20. of [anuary , 
there were three or four other Engiith Ships ſtopped inthe 
E alt [ndics by the faid Datch Eaft-India Company ; but atter 
ſome time lct at liberty to purſue tacir reſpeAive voyages;and 
it being at laſt yeclded unto here to give ſatisfaction tor the 
Poſtillion, Frederick, Francis and ]oan, which had been taken 
and confiſcatcd it was abſolutely in{.ſted upon(.zs /oe of therr 
Lordships very well know) and atlatt after long debate con- 
ſented unto, that in caſe they woull make reaſonab!e ſatisfa- 
tion for what they had taken and kept, a clauſe ſhould be 1n- 
ſertcd to cut off thoſe other pretences tor What they had only 
ſtopped for ſome time, but atterwards {.t at liberty; and ac- 
cordingly upon this ſingle ſcore tha: claule was inſerted , and 
was ſo penned asto reach its end and no furthery thatizto ſay, 
ro cut offall pretences for all matters hapned in the Eaſt [ndics 
1bout the time the Poſtiilion , e#c. were taken oratterwards, 
not ( or befere ) as it appears by the writiag marked with letter 
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So that hereby their Lordſhips may ſee how far the now 
{{tting on foot the pretences of the perions intereſied 1s from 
beiuzzin any kind prejudicial or contrary to the 1 reatics of 
1054.0r 1659. concerning which much more migl.t be ſaid, 
but that their Lordsb:fs are pleaſed having maar ths cbyection 
themſelves, toWave 1t,and to admit the debate of this marter, 
upon Which account alio the ſaid Envoy Extraordinary laics 
110 more of it, but only to put them in mind that the ſaid Trea- 
ties Were neither of them made with the Kizg 35 Mater, nor 
Vith any of his Predeccſiors y and conſequently. there lies not 
u>0n him the leaſt obligation ia point of rightto take any no- 
tice of them; and that being ſo, and that the being admitted 
by his Majelly , is mecrly out of good nature and kindneſs, 
would it not be a ſtrangerequital, and a juſt cauſe of proyoca- 
tion, and indced ſuch as his Majeſty can inno wile ſuffer , not 
to re(t well ſati>fied with the accompliſhment and obſervation 
of them according to their literal and genuine meaning, but 
to put a forced and extorted ſence upon them to the prejudice 
of his Subjects, and ſuch as wasnever intended at the making 
otthem , norcould never have been demanded or expected 
from the Uſurpers themſelves with whom they were made, 
nor from his Majeſty if they had been made with him or with 
any of his Predeccilors? 

Now for the ſecond otjeftion, Viz. that though the ſaid 
Treaties Were oh yet that the perſons clumins have no 117/14 to 
T/1t they demand ; for the making good thereof their Loraships 
are pleaſed to alledge two tkings. 

Firſt, thoſe reaſons by which the Eaſt India Company of this 
Country maintain that they might with juſtice, yea that they | 
were conſtrained toſ.ize and. confiſcate the Ship Bona Eſpe- 
ranz2; and forthe Henry Bonadventure , taat ſhe was w holly 
abandoned by her Maſterand Marinersy and that they were 
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willing or made no difficulty to ſuffer the people of the Fa: 
India Company of this Country to ſave the ſaid thin with iice 
Jading. | 

Secondly, that this matter hath been intirely and abſolutely 
ended by an amicable accord between the ſaid Eaſt India 
Company on the one patt, and Jacob Pergens and David 
Goubard on the other part , and that for a valuable conſide- 
ration of $ 5000, gilders , which ſum hath been in purſuance 
tiercof really paid by the ſaid Company. 

Now asto the firit of theſe Arguments the ſaid Fzvoy Ex- 
traordinary takes notice that their Lordthips donot inſiſt upon 
It, but only (asit were ey p«f/«r) hintthereat, nor do they fo 
much as put their own ſtamp upon them, only calling them 
the ſaid Companies reaſons , and without fetting down any of 
them in particular. And indeed no wonder, ſecing that a grea- 
ter and more uncolourable violence and robbery can!4 not 
be committed then was that of the taking the Zaza E/ſperarta, 
a ſhip belonging to London, ſet ont from thence, l1den oaly 
with Engliſh and Portugais goods, both at that time in PCAace 
and amity with this Country,and bound from Goa #0 I 1ccas, 

laces both belonging to the ſaid Portugats,and without the leaſt 
occaſion offered by the ſaid ſhip, nor could there be a greater 
inhumanity and barbariſm then th: latter z the Henry Bonad- 
venture not being abandoned by her Maſter and Mariners, as 
will appear by the writings marked with the letter C . 2,77, 
7. but only ſome of them coming to the Dutch, and praying 


' for their aſſiſtance towards the ſavirg of their ſhip and goods, 


and under the notion of alliſting th:m to take and keep all to 
themſelves: And for what is ſaid of a certain paper figned by 
them, that they would not hazard racirlives to ſave any thing, 
their Loerdſhips will find ſufficiently proved by the ſaid wri- 
ti:gs, thatthe Engliſh did actually continue ia their Ship, and 
ſothat it was no wrack b+. | -»* 2 7/oreover that they did afliſt 
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in ſaving the goods and ſhips proviſions, as is abundantly pro- 
ved in the ſaid writings; to which give me leave to add, that 
the ſaid Comp.did ſince agree with the Portugais to pay them 
a hundred thouſand Roials of cight tor tacir intereſt in the 
goods i: the {aid Pong Eſperar24, whereot tourſcore tnouſand 
v/as actuallic paid; andfor the tnglith concerned both inthe 
ſaid ſhip, andintne Henry Powadvenrure, though they were 
{ach as tor tacit Lotaltie could have notaing of favour or 
COuntenanceinthcir concernments, nor lndced have com- 
mon juſtice don? therein in the late diſtracted times; yet the 
{aid Company did ( zo 2am ſomething of apretence, 4s if they 
tid mae [ati:fation torhems ) pay unto Jacob Pergens and 
Goubard the ſum of 8 5000. gilders, and th2t ina time when 
the affairs of lis late 27ajeffy,inhis Kingdoms, were in the grea« 
tcl} diforders and confulion, and not capable to give the leaſt 
protection to any Englith man beyond the Seas, being about 
the time of t11s moſt execrable murther ; and ſono man wil 
doubt butthat if the ſaid Eaſt india Company could have ju- 
fincd in any meafare what was done, they Would not have 
parted with luch a ſum of monie, eſpeclallic at ſucha time up- 
on pretcnce of any damage done to the Englith. 

Now as to the {ſecond Argument , hercin 1s indeed thelife 
and force of this mattcry anditthe agreement made with the 
ſaid Pergens and Goubard be a good agreement , God fors 
bid the Eaſt India Companie of this Countrie ſhould be cal- 
led uponagainy butit this be not a good agreement, then 
the pretenders have a fairand free way open for their deman=- 
ding ſatisfaRticn, 

Now as to Goubard,hspretence g 1s Only to ;{of the Shi 
Bona Eſperanzs, buthad nothing to do withthe Ship Henry 
Zonaaventure, nor With the lading ofcither of themg and as 
for his azrecment, in ſo ſar as his perſonal concernment weat, 
itis admitted for good and not queſtioned ; but as to the ſaid 
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{ Pergins who had no intereſt in cither of the Ships or their la- 
; ding ,. butclaims by vertue of certain procurations and tranſ.

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ports from William Courteng p The ſaid Eavoy Extraordina- 


F ry doth anſwer that the ſaid procurations and tranſports are 


utterly void ad null, as appears by an Indenture hereunto 


; joined marked with the letter D Az. 1. whereby the1jaid 


William Courten had inthe Year 1642. abſolutely transfer- 


| redall hisright and intereſt in the ſaid Ships unto Sir Paul 


Pinder and Sir Edward Littletoa, and that upon a moſt ya- 


: luable conſideration for the fum of $8000. pounds ſterling, 
+ principal money lent unto him, 


And moreover the faid Courten was declared Bankrupt 


for 150050.pounds ſterling, by reaſon of his great loſſes in the 


Indicslong betfare he gave the ſaid pracurations and tran(- 
ports to Pergens, as appears by the writings of the letter C 
Num. 111. and conſequently , was incapable by the Lawsof 
Nations for the doing of any act for the diſpoſal of his goods: 
Andit is not amiſs to obſerve, that though the Eaſt India 


Company of this Country , ouz of therr deſire of gaining ſome- 


thiag of a colour to have ended thu foul buſineſſe , did part with 


; hat inconſiderable and pitiful ſum of 85000. gilaers ( for ſo m- 


deed it Was, not init ſelf, but in compariſon of theſe loſſes ard da- 
marzes-) 

Yet that they were at that time ſo adviſed of the ungroun- 
dedneſs of the ſaid Nergens his pretences, that they did not 
part with a farthing to him till he had given them good ſecu- 
rity to repay the ſaid monie, with intereſt , in caſe they ſhould 
be further troubled in this nfatter , as appears by the writings 
marked D Num. 1Y. the which ſecurity is ſtill good , ſo that 
the ſaid Company can be no loſers thereby. 

And for whatis further alledged , as if the ſaid Pergens had 
really and cffeQuually paied and contented all the other per- 
ſons intereſled in the Shipsand lading , if _ were indeed ar 
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it would be juſtly blame-worthy for them to demand ſatisfa- 
Qion a ſecond time y but it is utterly falſe and untrue, nor 
hath any one of the perſons pretending ever received from the 
ſaid Pcrgens , or any other , upon this account, direaly or in- 
dreQly , the value of one tarthing, | 

And as to the io Letters yruten by his late Cliajeſf 'y con- 
cerning this buſineſs in the year 16.47. the one to their Lord- 
ſhips, and the other to Sir William Boſwel , histhen Reſident 
in this Court; the ſaid Envoy Extraordinary cannot but great- 
ly wonder that their Lordihips thould ſo much as mention 
them ; What were thoſe Letters but Letters of recommenda= 
tion and in general terms? Aru was his I-79) at that time 
in a condition firitly toexamine or look into matters; hadhe 
his Councel or his Admiralties about him? he knew that 
William Courten had ſet out thoſe Ships before the Civil 
War in his Kingdoms, and had been informed that the ſaid 
Ships had been taken by the Dutch Eaſt India Company, and 
har did he demand in his faid Letters, but only that by the 
States General their help the ſaid Eaſt India Company might 
be brought to reaſon, as are the Words in his Letter tothem; 
and as arcthe wordsin his Letter to Sir William Boſwel, to 
preſs that ſatisfaQtion for 6 8884 pounds ſterling, might ſpce- 
dilie be made by the Netherlands Eaſt India Company ; bu# 
whether that ſatisfationto be made to the ſaid Courten was 
to be made to Ser Paul Pindar, and Sir Edward Littleton and 
thoſe that claim under them, orto be made to Pergens, neither 
of thoſe Letters do ſpeak; anditthey had, yet would not that 
in the lcaſt alter or determine the caſe in hand : Letme ask 
your Lordſhips whether ye take any of the Kimg my Mailer 
his Letters to be proofs and evidences pro or contra... though 
written upon the belt and throug'(t examination (he ſca Fce T.:- 
commending any matter till firſt conſidered and examined , 
and reported to him by ſom of his Admiraltics or Privy Coun 
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£clj but only make them a ground to look into and examine 
matters , and judge not according thereunto , but as you find 
matters upon the proof and evidence, 

And how comes it to paſs that theſe Letters of his late Ma- 
jeſty are produced in this kind , if P:nder and Littletons tranſ- 
ports from Courten be good, nothing of this nature can make 
them invalid y nor if they were invalid make them good. 

And tor what their Lordſhips do hint that Sir Paul Pinder 
didn the years 1650. and 165 1.proſecute the Bewinthebbers 
of the Eaſt [ndia Company, before the Magiſtrates at Amſter- 
dam, by one [oaas Abeels his Procureur, but did then let the 
ſ1id ſuir fall, nor hath to their kgowledge ſince revived it, and 
ſo would thereby inſinuate as if the ſaid Pinder hadbeencon- 
viaced of his crror , and thereupon let it fall, TheEnvoy Ex- 
traordinary doth reply , that the fall of the ſaid ſuit Fas notup= 
on any ſuch ground, but was occaſioned by the death of the 
ſaid Piner, by which the ſaid Abcels Procuration alſo ccaſed; 
and the W ar b=tween England and this Countrie broke out a 
little aftery at the ending whereof the perſons intereſled inthe 
ſaid Ships did center and perſue theirclaim before the Commil= 
ſionetrs that then met at Loudony and would have done the 
like 1a Switzerland, ifthe Inftrument Which was to have been 
ſent thither hadever been ſcnt, and Commiſhon:zrs met upon 
them; the ſending of which Inſtrument and convoking of 
which Commiilioners was not their work, nor in their power 
to do. 

And as forhaving their aft 1irs af;erwards recommended to 
their Lord(hipsin any particular way, their perſons were too 
black in the eys of thole that then ruled for them to hope for 
any thing ofthat nature, and ſo rumained hopeleſs and help- 
leſs till the return of his maſt Sacred Majeſty our rightfull and 
lawfull King and Soveriign - who finding thele j1is diſtreſſed 
and molt loial £uvc> y ithwut ſatifattion.and not excluded 
from 
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from it by any Treaties (nila i 
por: full deliber ation avi * dvce t pled 
[2d by his Letters datce4: OY hicchall:the 21 ef Marcy i 
carncfily and particularly ow recommend this matter to-your = 
Locdſhips, as appears bythe writings marked withthelerter 
A, under the numbers of $11, 117, 1/7, Y. and the letter D; un- 
derthenumbers 1, 17, 1h, Aud th? 2, Extrdordinery hath 
moreover by this laſt Fo&t but one reccived anotherOrder 
from the ſaid Councel firther inſtantly to demand and inſift 
that ſatisfa&tion be forthwith \ Bade to the ſaid perſons, and to 
report with all ſpeed what he ſhall da.therein tothem + And 
he doth accordingly hereby carneſtly demand that ſach or- 
ders begiven, as that Eaſt India Company do forth- 
with, without further ddlay , pay unto them what istheir due 
for thcir ſaid ſhips and goods, which have been ſo long and ſo 
violently held from thery to the ruine of many families, but to 
the incſtimable gain of the ſaid Company y who have not on- 
ly all this while injoicd the benefit of their monies, but there- 
by alſo utterly diſcouraged and overthrown the Trade of the 
Engliſh to China and 

wholly to themſelves,
